The Chinese in IJomcsiie Ser- 
vice. 

To the Editor:— I notice that the 
president of the- "Anti-Chinese Union" 
in Wednesday's iasue of The Colonist, 
takes "Paterfamilias" to task for having 
said "that ho was surprised in all thiB out- 
cry against the Chinese there was 'nothing 
said about girls taking the place of Ohi- 
neso in' household service," and goes on 
to say, "Paterfamilias" was in error in 
making the remark inasmuch as an earn- 
est appeal had been made by tho central 
committee of the anti-Chinese union to 
the ladies of tho Christian Temperance 
Union in an elaborate address, asking 
them to use their boat efforts to supply 
female holp, but that unhappily it had led 
to no satisfactory result. Well, I am' glad 
to find my communication has elicited 
this gratifyiu" information, and that al- 
though disapp iuted in this offo I they aia 
still at work. But surely ,• when the pres- 
ident of the A. 0. U. took the trouble to 
pen the„ elaborate address that occupies 
three columns in your paper ho ought to 
have known in applying to tho ladies he 
was knocking at the wrong door; he should 
have known that all these advocates of 
temperance, whether dubbed as Christian 
or decorated with a blue ribbon, trace"all 
the ills that flesh iB heir to" to inteuiper- 
perance, and prescribe the pledge as being 
tho all sufficient remedy for tho ovil3,and, 
indeed, are too full of such thoughts to 
take into consideration any other scheme 
for social amelioration that would pre- 
vent such intemperance, for instance, as 
whether any of such intemperanco arose 
from men being badly mated to women 
who were ignorant of cookery and house- 
keeping because Chinamen had occupied 
tho place where such useful knowledge 
could have been acquired. I have often 
thought that this concentrated idea of the 
pledge and total abstinence ao the one 
cure for intemperance has often stood in 
the way of other, and, porhaps, moro ef- 
fective measures being tried — for surely 
tho pledge as the sole remedy can scarcely 
be regarded us a perfect success in face 
of drunkenness being on the increase 
rather than diminishing. 

But, waiving that matter, to return to 
tho important question under notice, that 
of our girls taking the place of the Chi- 
nameu in domeatic service. The plain 
facts are that a present we are too well off 
for our girls to submit to this supposed in- 
dignity; albeit it is to bo feared that 
school teaching has in tho meantime, 
so to speak, turned their heads nnd lilled 
them with many silly notions; "that's 
what's tho matter," and it will require 
time to remedy, 

In conclusion, tho only true remedy to 
rectify this objectionable state of things 
and load to female help being in tho placo 
where Chinamen now most cio congregate 
is for the government to devote a certain 
amount for female immigration. It is by 
far too large a subject for the anti-Chi- 
neso union to grapple with, and will lead 
to no adequate results. Had this organi- 
zation applied to the government for their 
aid in promoting the object instead of in- 
dulging in gibes and sarcasms at their 
supposed shortcomings it would havo been 
bettor than applying to the temperance 
association. A well ordeted supply of 
sjood, honest, steady girls, fresh from 
Canada or the old country, would bo the 
invasion that would doon put to rout tho 
Chinamen in domestic service and reliove 
our city of that unnatural connection, for 
what's moro unnatural than to see man in 
woman's place / The change here advo- 
cated is "a consummation dovoutly to bo 
wished," for the salutary influence of wo- 
man in every walk of life is undeniable, 
and nowhere of more importance than in 
fauiilies where thero aro children; while 
to ignore this fact and to continue the at- 
tempt to build up a happy future for this 
provinco by having those Chinamen about 
your households wii! be found to have 
been an unwise experiment.

THE FATAL STONING AT 
NEW W ESTMIN STEB. 

The Clilnaiiinn's Head round 
to he Fractured. 

A preliminary examination of the two 
prisoners, James and Fred Kelly, charged 
with the doathof Ah Chock, was held on 
Wednesday, before Mr. W. D. Ferrhi, 
J. P. Mr. Wilson, of Victoria, appeared 
for the prosecution, and Messrs. Corbould 
& McOoll and Hole were engaged for the 
dofence. 

Ah Get— Saw .las. Kelly throw a stone 
at a Chinaman ^vhioh did not strike him; 
he then threw another which struck and 
tho Chinaman fell at once; the boy then 
went to the Chinaman and kicked him 
twice, and then ran into tho blacksmith 
shop. 

Ah Kee— Saw tho boy (Jas. Kelly) 
throw a stone at tho Chinaman and he 
foil; tho boy then went and kicked him; 
the stone .struck him in tho head. 

Dr. Mclnnes— Made a post-mortem ex- 
amination on the Chinaman, and described 
that he found a fracture above the right 
car, and a large quantity "f coagulated 
blood: this injury was, in hia opinion, 
sufficient to cause death; he found tho 
general organs of tho body in a normal 
condition; removed the stomach, intes- 
tines and flume other organs, and sealed 
them up in a glass jar. 

Claus Schumann — Saw tho Chinaman 
fall and heard him scream, but did not 
sea the stone thrown; tho Chinaman 
afterwards got up and went away with 
another. 

Win. Moresby — Ah Chock and Ah Kee 
came to him for a warrant; asked him to 
identify the boy, and ho pointed out Jas. 
Kelly and said ho was the person who 
threw the stone at him and kicked him; 
Kelly denied it and said it was another boy; 
Mr. Ovens, who was present, Raid it was 
not Kelly, but another hoy, but ho would 
not give his name; Ah Chock then said, 
"You no foolee me; Iittlo fooleo me; big 
boy throw stone;" about 8 o'clock next 
morning witness found the Chinaman 
dead. 

S. G. Cunningham — Saw some men 
gathered near Oven's shop; not certain 
whether James Kelly was there or not; 
tho Bmall prisoner arid ho had hit him; 
the elder prisoner said he did not do it. 

John Felix — Saw tho crowd, and asked 
a boy who was standing thero what the 
matter was; ho said, "I hit him." the boy 
was the small prisoner; did not Bee James 
Kelly there. 

These wore all the material witnesses. 
Both boys wero committed for trial. Sub- 
sequently they wero liberated on bail, 
Messrs. H. Elliott and J. YV. Harvey fur- 
nishing bonds in §1000 each. 

Dcei> Sen Fishing. 

Last fall a company wa3 organized in 
Portland, Oregon, to engage in deep sea 
fishing, following the general idea of the 
English off-coast fisheries. So successful 
were the experimental operations that the 
company hat) resolved upon the systematic 
prosecution of its purposes, and to that 
end has just completed and fitted another 
schooner for tho fisheries at an expense of 
510,000. The method of taking fish is a 
novelty hero, but is said to be a very com- 
mon method in England. The net con- 
sists of a beam about forty feet long to 
which are attached two iron shoos or run- 
ners which hold the beam about throe 
foot from the bottom. The lower part of 
the long and pocket like net attached to a 
ropo stretched in a serai-circle between 
the two shoes. Tho top of tho net is 
stretched along the beam and tho whole 
not iB drugged along tho bottom, present- 
ing a huge mouth forty feet long and 
three feet wide into which the fish aro 
scooped. The catch in eludes, rock cod, 
black bass, true cod, ray, skate, halibut, 
dab, true sole, hake, perch, flounders nnd 
crabs of all kinds in groat quantities. 
There seems but little doubt tht.c the suc- 
cess of the Portland company will popu- 
larize deep sea fishing and an extensive 
fleoi along the California and northern 
coast is one of the possibilities of future 
seasons. 

SEUVIA ANt> BULGARIA. 



Another Itattje Yesterday. 

London, Nov. 21. — Dispatches from 
Slivinitza state that only a fow shots woro 
exchanged between the Servians and Bul- 
garians at the front yesterday. Prince 
A lexander intends to attack tho Servian 
forces at Dragoman to day if the weather 
permits, Both sides aru constantly hur- 
rying reinforcements to the front. Tho 
battlefield is still strewn with unattended 
dying and dead soldiers. Tho medicul 
and ambulance corps of both armies ij 
wholly inadequate to meet their present 
wants, and many wounded, who aro uu- 
ablo to assist themselves, are left to perish 
where they fell. 

England. 

Edinburgh, Nov. 21. — Mr. Gladstone 
this afternoon dolivored his third speech 
of the campaign series, at Dalkeith, fully 
3000 persons being present. Ho said he 
was confident that the liberals would elect 
a majority of members of the house of 
commons in tho coming elections. The 
dependence of tho tones on the Irish vot- 
ors was unsafe and discreditable to the 
country. .. 

New York, Nov. 21.— The Sun's Lon- 
don special says: News of tho elopement 
of a beautiful heiross of 18 years of age, 
who was a ward in chancery under the 
guardianship of Hon. Gethorno Hardy, 
with tho latter's steward, a married man, 
named Anderson, was fif3t published in 
London this morning.

PARNEIX IX FASHION. 
He Issues « Mauifesto. 

London, Nov. 21. — Parnell has issued 
a manifesto to the electors of Great Bri- 
tain and Ireland, saying thHt the liberals 
are appealing tu tho electors for support 
under false pretences. The liberals have 
flagrantly violated tho solemn pledges 
mado by them to Ireland, which should 
be denounced. The coercion practices re- 
sorted to under their regime wero the 
most brutal of all the coercion measures. 
Juries were packed in an unprecedented 
number of cases with shamelesshes and 
innocent men wero hanged or sent to a 
living death of penal servitude. Twelve 
hundred persons wero imprisoned without 
trial, and ladies wero convicted under an 
obsoleto aat which was directed against 
them, and six were degraded ; the press 
and public meetings wero suppressed, as 
if Ireland ware a Poland and tho admin- 
istration in England wero of Russian au- 
tocracy. Tho manifesto further says the 
representatives of the liberals in Ireland 
havo been men like Mr. Forster, and Karl 
Spencer, and left moro hateful memories 
in Ireland than any statesmen in tho past 
century. If tho long delayed triumph 
had nut expelled the liberals Earl 
Spencer would still bo at Dublin 
castle and coercion would bu tri- 
umphant in Ireland. Landlords, in- 
stead of making reasonable abatements in 
rents, which depression in agriculture 
demanded, and which ovory landlord in 
England and Scotland conceded, would 
bo evicting their tenants by tho whole- 
sale, with Earl Spencer encouraging them , 
and tho police, soldiery and coercion mag- 
istrates would havo filled the jails in as- 
sisting them. Under the name of free 
schools the liberals aro making insidurus 
attempts to crush religious education and 
establish a state of tyranny and intoler- 
ance to focter tho conscience. Therefore, 
wo feel bound to advance that no oonti- 
denco can bo placed in tho liberal or radi- 
cal party, and as far as possible to prevent 
the govorumont of tho empire from falling 
into tho hands of a party so perfidious, 
treacherous and incompetent, tho Irish 
nationalists ehould not vote for a liberal 
or radical, except in some few cases, in 
which somo courageous fealty to the Irish 
in last parliament has givon guarantee 
that tho candidate did not belong to the 
aorvilo, cowardly and unprincipled hord, 
who would break every pledge and violate 
every principle in obedience to a call of 
the whip or the mandato of a caucus.

C7TT WATER SUTl'LY. 

As all residents are i>'«Rri) theru has, at 
irregular intervals, beau a good deal of 
grumbling on the part of consumers as to 
the inaulBcioncy of the water supply to 
this city. Tliuse complaiuta resulted 
about four years ago in citizens being pro- 
hibited from watering from their tups that 
part of the road in front of their houses. 
The following year consumers were noti- 
fied by the council that they would only 
be allowed to use water for irrigating pur- 
poses upon certain days in the week, which 
sera duly specified. Several residents 
living without the limits had previously 
obtained from the city the oxieniion of 
the water service to their residences and 
work yards, the conditions of such ex ten 
Bion generally being the laying of the pipes 
at the applicants' expense and payment 
for the water at the usual rate*. Three 
months ago a citizen notified the 
council that he had applied to the supreme 
court f or an injunction restraining resi- 
dents beyond tlie limits using the city 
water. The application included mention 
of the water sprinkler within the city, and 
an injunction in this last respect was ob- 
tained, but with regard to the oonsumors 
no order was made, at any rate 
pending some action by the council 
in the matter. Thereupon tho 
council issued a public notice that 
after tho expiration of three months the 
supply to consumers without the city 
would be shut off Had this not been 
done the obtainmont of an injunction as 
aforesaid would have caused the cessation 
of tho supply without notice. Tho three 
months' notice expired a few days ago and 
the water, as announced, was shut off. 
By this action the brickyards adjacent 
and the residents of Topaz avenue are 
excluded from further supply, and a re- 
quest to the council for the water to bo 
again turned on lias been refused. This 
being the case consumers who, perforce, 
are so no longer, are suffering, in all, cmes 
inconvenience and ill some, actual loss. It 
ia reported that they have combined to 
apply for an order "f tho supremo court 
for tho resumption of tho supply pending 
an action against the city for the deprival 
of that right to tho water which they 
claim the corporation vested in them 
whan extending to thorn tho supply. Tho 
decision of the city council in this matter 
is a very great hardship upon tho3o who 
aio citizens in all but name, who in many 
cases have landed interests within the 
city and whoso misfortune that those 
city limits have :iut been extended with 
its growth would appear to be treated as 
a fault. It seems but poor encourage- 
ment to those who, instead of building 
homes squeezed upon half a city lot which 
could bo more properly devoted to busi- 
ness purposes, build, not in a romote, but 
in an immediately adjacont suburb, resid- 
ences of a suDerior class on premises suffi- 
ciently extensive to give breathing room 
between each building. It should be 
bourne in mind, however, that the deci- 
sion of tho court should bo obtained if pos- 
sible before the present council's term of 
office expires, as should the now council 
endorse the action of its 'predecessors it 
will not be bound, as the latter might 
have boon, to continuo the supply from 
the fact of having commenced it. Auothor 
consideration: Several uf the brickyards 
being put to greater expense in getting 
wator will certainly cause a rise in the 
price of bricks wlinh, at the present time, 
when so much building is proceeding, will 
affoct the pockets of a great many citizens. 
As there would seem to bo no lack of 
water just now, it is to bo hoped 
that the council will reconsider their de- 
cision at their i ox t meeting. 

THE "OllEGOXlAiY.r DEFEAT. 

The Oregonian accepts its defeat with 
grace not unmixed wit h meekness. It is 
not often that a really great and powerful 
newspaper receives so severe a check as 
that administered to our Portland con- 
temporary by the Oregon legislature. Mr. 
Mitchell was a candidate of exceeding 
vulnerability. His early career was 
marked by many incidents of a discredit- 
able character. That he left his first 
wife and entered Oregon under an as- 
sumed name ia admitted; but hin friends 
urge that he abandoned lr.a helpmeet "for 
cause;" that she was in no wise a fitting 
wife for a man who felt that a high des- 
tiny awaited him. Other reasons for the 
separation are ascribed; but over these it 
is best that thu veil of oblivion bo drawn. 
Mitchell's public career has been that of 
an enterprising, progressive politician. 
He represented the state at Washington 
during the railway ''boom" when times 
were good and money flowed in a constant 
stream into everyone's pockets. Since 
tho cessation of railway work times have 
beoome bud, and people naturally con- 
trast tho existing state of things with 
those when Mitchell was senator. It is 
this feeling, more than any' other, that 
«eeured the election of Mitchell. f\o 
doubt tho abuse of the Oregonian helped 
his cause. Abuse always assists a public 
man. Look at Sir John Macdonald's 
wonderful oareer; than him no man living 
was ever more assailed by the press, 
and the only effect has boon to attach the 
people more warmly to him. It is believed 
in Oregon that had the Oregonian not 
attacked Mitohell so virulently he would 
have failed in securing the required num- 
ber of votes, and that paper must bear 
the responsibility of having secured tho 
election of the man it least wished to seo 
eleoted. This conclusion soetnB illogical ; 
but it is nevertheless entertained by men 
of both parties in the webfnot state.

The Times and the Kinfir Decry- 
ing Government Lands. 

To the Editor: — The Coal Harbor ring 
in its organ, the Daily Times, ia, Iobsorvo, 
attacking the proviucial government for 
advertising for salo next January by pub- 
lic auction Bome of tho public lands at 
English Bay. 

The ring organ asserts that tho time is 
badly chosen, that the sale is premature, 
and that the lands to bo sold have but 
little value. 

As a disinterested and therefore unpre- 
judiced citizeu I hope you will allow mo 
to express my views on tho action taken 
by tho government in doaling with the 
public lands at English bay. It ia doubt- 
loss remombered that the provincial gov- 
ernment last session agreed to convey to 
the Canadian Pacific railway company 
about Bix thousand acros of land between 
Burrard Inlot and Frasor river, in con- 
sideration of the railway being extended 
by the company from 1'ort Moody to near 
English bay. The advantages claimed for 
tho province wore that this extension 
would givo an additional value to adjacent 
public lands greatly in excess of tho valuo 
of the lands to be given the railway com- 
pany, and that it would shorten tho dis- 
tance between Victoria, tho chief commer- 
cial city of British Columbia and the rail- 
way on Burrard Inlet. Tho first mentioned 
advantage eeems to havo impressed the 
Coal Harbor ring, for it has imitated tho 
the provincial govornmwnt by conveying 
to thu C. P. R. company a still larger pro- 
portion of its lands in that locality than 
wore conveyed by the government to tho 
railway company. 

On the strength of this action and the 
consequent proximity of the remainder of 
its lands to the railway the ring is, 
through its organ the Times, trying to 
got up an excitement so as to sell the 
public some of its lots at fancy prices and 
replenish tho pockets of '.hoso in the 
ring. 

Now, the government has decided in a 
fair and honorable way— far different to 
the conduct of the ring — in tho interest 
of the people to sell some of tho public 
lands noar the terminus, and in bo doing 
are benefiting not a few speculators, 
mark you, but the people of tho province 
by enabling them collectively to realize 
a substantial sum out of these lands to 
the advunU^e of the provincial treasury, 
and also affording them individually an 
opportunity to acquire lots at or near tho 
terminus at reasonable prices by fair coin 
petition at public auction. 

If the Daily Times was run in tho in- 
terest of the people instead of in that of 
a ring of selfish speculators it would not 
decry the value of tho people's lands 
about to be Bold by stating they are al- 
most worthless, for if tho Daily Times 
had any intluence the result would bo tho 
people would net but littlo for thoir 
English Bay property. Surely, a public- 
spirited paper should prefer "first, last 
and all tho timo' 1 what is to tho advan- 
tage of the people; but this is not tho 
policy of the Times, as any observant 
person can seo. 

January next is, in my opinion, an ex- 
cellent timo for the provincial govern- 
ment to hold the auction, for tho roason, 
that if Van Home's word is worth any- 
thing work will then be proceeding on 
tho extension, and anticipations as to the 
results of the extension will thon be at 
their highost. 

Later on, when railway work has coased 
and excited imaginings of what is going 
to be are followed by the sobering reality 
of what is, values will naturally subside, 
becanso "time, which trios all things," 
shows how much more difficult and costly 
it is 'to do big things than to conceive 
them. 

Lots at English bay should soil easily 
next year at satisfactory prices to both 
buyer and seller, but if the government 
held off till next autumn it is doubtful 
whether they could be sold at all. 

The correctness of this view is, I think, 
confirmod by showing «tho condition of 
real estate at Winnipeg, Brandon, Port 
Arthur, Kogina and Tacoma, where lota 
with houses upon them can bo bought at 
lower prices now than the unimproved 
lots sold for when railway construction 
was proceeding. 

The unfairness of tho Daily Times in 
stating tho government lands at English 
bay of little worth, whilst it is pulling tho 
londs belonging to the ring at Goal Har- 
bor, is transparent; for if any lands are 
valuablo in the neighborhood uf the tor 
minus it must bo those near where the 
machine shops and works are to bo situ- 
ated, which will give employment to a quail 
tity of skilled and unskilled labor. Tho 
government lands which tho Times deerys 
are so situated, whilst those of the ring 
which it is trying: to boom are away on 
the other side of False creek. 

Unless the Times "turns over a new 
leaf" quickly there will bo a need for the 
government to devoto a portion of tho 
proceeds of its English bay land Bale fur 
a reformatory, instead of employing their 
all for roads, streets and bridges.

To the Editor:— In reference to Mr. 
Gaydon's letter in your issue of Novem- 
ber Oth (which, had it not been for my 
absence from home I would have answered 
before), I must beg to tako exception to 
some of his statements, geographical and 
otherwiso, Tho subject being tiring. 1 
will only give sufficient particulars to 
support my previous statement, unless re- 
quested for fuller details. First, the 
river Amour flows, as all your readers who 
have paid the slightest attention to geog- 
raphy well know, through the country 
called Mantchooria, emptying itself into 
tho Japan and Okhotsk Boas, just off the 
island of Sagalien, and no is as far from 
PetropaulovBki as Mr. Gaydon's state- 
ments are from the truth. The only river 
anywhere near Potropaulovski is the 
Kamschatka, and that is about JfiO miles 
higher up and must bo tho one alluded 
to — no doubt noar enough for Mr. Gay- 
don. 

As to his other inaccuracies in reference 
to the sovoral attacks on Potropaulovski, 
I may Fay there was only ono attack after 
Admiral Price's death, in which I took 
part. Aftor leaving the island described 
by Mr. Gaydon I went on board the Brit- 
ish and French ships and at tho request 
of tho captain drew plans of the place in 
Band. This took place on tho President u 
quarterdeck, which may account for its 
having escaped Mr. Gaydon's notice. 

The French admiral kindly offered to 
hang me on tho yardarm should my state- 
ments prove untrue. I waB with Captain 
Parkor during the land attack. Ho was 
shot a ahort distance from mo. I was in 
sailor's uniform and carried a rillo, which 
may bo tho reason of my having been 
overlooked by Mr. Gaydon.

LnNroN, Nov. '21 — Advices from Tsari- 
brod state that Colonels Beuitzky and 
Topolivitch yesterday otl'ectod a junction 
of tho three forces and made u joint at- 
tack on tho Bulgarians at Slivnitza. The 
latter wore driven from their positions 
after a desperato fight. At 5 o'clock last 
evening tho two armies woro still engaged. 
An aide de camp of King Milan was 
wounded during tho fight; threo other 
Servian ollicars were killed and six 
wounded. 

A dispatch from Belgrade, dated mid- 
night, says it is believed lighting is still 
going on by midnight. It is reported 
tho capture of Sofia is untrue. 

PvUSTOUUK, Nov. 21. — The town was 
illuminated to-night in honor of the Bul- 
garian victory. A band of Bulgarian stu- 
dents has arrived here from Odessa. They 
will volunteer their services in the Bulga- 
rian army. Many Russians are anxious 
to join the Bulgarian troops, but are pre- 
vented bv the government from so doing.

ENGLAND. 
London, Nov. 21. — The Exchange Tele- 
graph Co. has a dispatch from Paris stat- 
ing the French government has resolved 
to terminate the Madagascar expedition.

IRELAND. 
Dublin, Nov. 21. — Parnell presided 
at the conference of sixty nationalist can- 
didates for parliament held here to-day. 
It was doeided to adopt unifo.m election 
tactics with a view of avorting liability 
under tho stringent corrupt practice act. 
Tho nationalists will employ a few lawyers 
to advise them, but will rely chiefly on 
volunteer counsel. They will also issue 
placards explaining the chief provisions 
of the corrupt practices act so that oause 
shall not be given for petitions tosetaiide 
elections on the ground of Intimidations, 
Parnell announced tho receipt of an ad- 
ditional sum of §75,000 to the parliamen- 
tary fund. Tho announcement was rs 
ceived with cheers which wero eohoed by 
crowds that had assembled outside the 
building. After tho meeting Parnell 
found a difficulty in reaching his car. Tl.« 
crowd followed him for a mile until ex- 
hausted. The enthusiasm displayed by 
the Irish people over tho election is phen- 
oroonal. 

RUSSIA. 

Sr. Petkksuuhu, Nov. 21. — Tho Jour- 
nal de St Petersburg, in an editorial to- 
day, says Sorvia has no reason- to continue 
tho campaign, now that Prince Alexander 
has announced that he will evaouate East- 
orn Roumelia. If King Milan persists in 
going to Sofia it will cost him more than 
he foresaw. Tho powers, bb the Bpeech 
of Emporor William at the opening of the 
reichstag on Thursday indicated, havo tho 
right to socuro respect for the treaties re- 
lating to the Balkan states. 

TURKEY. 

Constantinople, Nov. 21. — The Balkan 
conference sat for four hours today. It 
is not known what action was taken. 

Tho statement is made that the Servian 
government has announced its intention 
of withdrawing its forces from Bulgaria 
and making no attempt to annex that 
country when a treaty of peace has been 
concluded.

Tlierirst Through Freight Over 
the Canatliau Pacific, 



Will Reach 5'ort Moody at IVoon 
To-day, 

Will be Transferred to C, P. M. 
Steamer Louise 

And Conveyed to Esquimau. 

A tolegram was received last evening 
stating that the tirst through freight train 
over tho Canadian Pacific from Montreal 
to Port Moody will arrive at the latter 
point at noon to-duy. It will there 
be met by the C. P. N. Co. 'a steamer 
Princoss Louiso, and the freight at once 
transferred to that steamer and taken to 
Esquimalt where it will bo stored to- 
night.

Continued Good News From the 
Mines. 



Late Arrivals — Postal Facilities 
->«PriCC of Provisions. 



Mr. S. YV.Lehu\Kti,who has been on Gran- 
ite Creek for the past ten weeks, arrived 
yesterday afternoon on tho Princess 
Louise. Mr. Lehman and party left tho 
mines one week ago yesterday, coming in 
by tho Hope trail on foot, having lost 
their hones, a common occurrence now 
with so many pooplo running around tho 
district. Three days were occupied in 
getting to Hope, about two feet and a 
half of snow boing on the summit. 

AT GRANITE CREEK 

thore was but six inches of snow on the 
level, and this has disappeared since Mr. 
Lehman's departuro, A number ot miners 
woro still working their claims, though 
for tho most part operations were closed 
for the season. Capt. Sherbourne's claim 
continues to pan out §500 per day to its 
lucky ownor. A large number of men 
are engaged in whip-sawing lumber 
for tho coming season's operations, and 
sell tho article for 8100 per thousand feet. 
It was rumored that a portablo sawmill 
was being taken in. 

THE SIMILKAMEEN RIVER 

has paid very well and a groat deal of it 
has been' staked off, and the probabilities 
are that its entire length will be worked 
next Beason, old miners thinking there is 
good pay. Since Mr. Lehman's departure 
he was informed by a gentlemen who 
camo out later that the creek that Chance 
atatod ho had diacovorod, had becomo 
known, and there waB a groat rush for it. 
many leaving during tho night from the 
Grainto (Jroek camp. A small crook 
entoring into Granite was prospected hy 
Mr. Lehman and othors, who sank a shaft. 
A fine prospect wa« found, but tho water 
intorferod and further operations sua 
ponded until spring. 

DEAR CREEK 

has not shown pay. Messrs. Murray, 
Lehman, Austin and Webster sunk a shaft 
and put in a tail race, but did not make a 
strike. However, the creek has been 
staked off and it will be further tested. 

There aro as many miners going in to 
the mineB as there are coming out, and it 
is likely that the number there now will 
be kepi, during tho winter. Tho sleeping 
accommodation has boon somewhat in- 
creased, though still scarce. John Aus- 
tin and wife, who formerly kept tin Occi- 
dent hotel at New Westminster, have 
opened one at the mines and are doing a 
rushing trade, boing welcomed by many 
old Caribooites. Everything has been 
quiotand orderly in the camp of lato. 

THERE IS GREAT DISSATISFACTION 

about mail facilities and charges. The 
minors subscribed to tho securing of a 
weekly mail, and when it did arrive they 
were taxed 50 cents per lottcr, which they 
think outrageous. There are such a num- 
ber now in camp and likely to be thous- 
ands in tho spring that it is thought the 
postal department should establish a 
weekly mail, as it would certainly pay and 
be a great convenience. Many of tho 
miners aro still willing to subscribe to- 
wards the cost of carrying tho mail. 

THE IIOI'E TRAIL 

should receive the attention of tho gov- 
ernment early in tho spring, as it can bo 
easily shortened several miles. The num- 
ber who will probably paas over it should 
demand that itbe placed in first-class con- 
dition. 

Gamo is very plentiful, the choicest of 
deer abounding in largo numbers. Pro- 
visions woro roasonablo until a week ago, 
when flour wont up to $22 per barrel, and 
other necessaries will likely advance. Tho 
pack animals are becoming played out, 
and traders are gauging thoir pricos ac- 
cordingly. 

Chinese Smuoui.ing. — The Amerioan 
authorities apparently have an agent in 
this city, who roports to them the move- 
ments of the Chinese in their attempt to 
gain Undo Sam'B domains. Tho San

Captain Moore Held to Appear 

at the Assi/ics. 



The Teaser piracy case was continued 
in the police court yesterday before Mr. 
Johnson, S. M. 

E. S. Vigor, sworn — Am inspector of 
Bteambuats; know Captain Moore; last 
inspected tho Teaser in September; did 
not order Captain Moore to procure a sail 
for the Teaser; he said ho was going to 
get ono; there were some repairs made to 
the Teaser while she was being inspected. 

To Mr. Richards — A sail would bo use- 
ful at this time of year. 

Richard S. Byru, sworn — Am book- 
keeper for Turner, Boeton A - Co. ; to a 
certain extent have had the management 
of the Toasor's ftll'iirs; Turner, Beetou & 
Co. have been in possession of her since she 
was afloat; a sun of the captain has been 
purser fur some time; his name is Ber- 
nard Moore; lie accounted to me after 
each trip for receipt* and disbursements; 
I paid the pay-sheets for all, captain and 
purser included; the vessel is only nomi- 
nally in Henry Moore's name; all my 
financial transactions about tho ship were 
with tho purser, but advice or consulta- 
tions were with Captain Wm. Moore; the 
vessel's account was on the 4th of August, 
1884, when tho hull was being built, and 
payments were continued after that; 1 
believe Captain Moore is largely in debt 
and could not obtain credit; there is no 
money owing to York & Lenz. as Turner 
Boeton & Co. have paid thoir bills, 
amounting to $1522 t!o'; this waB notoa in 
favor of York & Lenz; tho last note to 
them was not due until tho 1st of Feb- 
ruary next, but it was paid on the 7th of 
November on application of Mr. Lenz; 
under the charter of tho Adelaide Turner, 
Beetou & Co. are under bonds for fc'JUUU; 
the Moores are not liable in it all; the 
Teaser has now cleared for Potropaulovski 
from Roche ll.rhur. [Witness pro- 
duced certificate from custom house at 
Ruche Harbor.] 

Certificate objected to by Mr. Rich- 
ards, and objection sustained. 

To Mr. Richards — Have no porsonal 
knowledge of tho clearing of the versel; 
do not know how much of tho vosael was 
done when t ho lirst payment was nude; 
Capt. Moure owned tho Ruby, and tho 
Teaser was to take her place; Turnoi, 
Boeton & Co. woro tho mortgagees; do 
not know how much money was paid out 
for the vessel besides what Turner,* 
Beeton & Co. paid; I paid tho interest on 
Allsop & Mason's mortgage when it be- 
came due, 

(A letter from Capt. Moore, dated 
August 3, '84, to Turner, Beeton & Co. 
was put in; It roforred to mortgaging tho 
boat whilo being built.) 

D. W. Higgins, sworn — On Wednesday 
night last Capt. Wm. Moore inserted two 
advertisements in The Colonist. (Originals 
producod, signed "Capt. Honry Moore, 
per Wm. Moore.") 

Chas. II. Wilson, sworn — Had.d.pne 
work for tho Teaser for the past six 
months; tho engineer ordered tho work 
done; Turner, Baoton & Co. psid'for it; 
since the boat left have soon Capt. Moore; 
ho camo to the shop for specifications for 
engine and boilers for a now boat; this 
was on tho 17th of November; asked him 
where tho Teaser was, and he said she 
was all right; ho Bpoko of some little 
troublo between Turner, Beeton & Co. 
and ho about settling accounts. 

Counsel for the defence contended that 
the act under which this charge was laid 
was cumulative and thus necessary for 
the prosecution to show (1) that tho the 
act done was committed on the high seas 
within tho jurisdiction of the admiralty. 
Victoria harbor was not within that jur- 
isdiction, and, therefore, any act com- 
mitted was subjoct to the local common 
law; (2) that it must bo a broach of trust 
and that tho person charged must praoti- 
oally and feloniously run away with the 
boat himself, that feloniously meant tak- 
ing without a color of right, and that a 
person could not bo an accossory until it 
was shown that a principal act ot pirsoy 
was committed. Counsel also contonded 
that tho registered owner, and therefore 
tho beneficial ownor, was now in possession 
and was tho man who, if any person,'took 
her away. It was a case of disputed ac- 
counts and tho person who took her had 
a bona fult claim of title to her. A num- 
ber of authorities woro r|uotod running 
back as far aB Henry VII I . to prove jur- 
isdiction of admiralty and what constitut- 
ed acta of piracy. 

Mr. T. Davie said that admiralty jur- 
isdiction extended to the great lakes of 
Canada and cited authorities; therefore, 
to tide wator harbors. That so far 
as the beneficial owner was concerned the 
mortgageo was tho person entitled and 
was actually in possession having paid all 
running expenses of the steamer. That a^ 
porson could bo acceBiiory to a piracy by 
counselling, though ho remained! on land. 
Further, all the' transactions botween 
B,enry Moore", the registered owner, and 
Turner, Boeton & Co. had been carried 
on through tho defendant, which proved 
that he was really principal in tho matter. 

His honor said it was a difficult ques- 
tion to docido whether the harh.Qr wa.8 
under tho jurisdiction of the admiralty or 
not. At (bio stage of the ease, however, 
it was n,ot of (jreatimportance. Tho facts 
were that Turner, Beeton & Co. \yore 
mortgagees of the steamer, and thoir 
ownership had not boen disputed. They 
had porformad all tho du,tiu.a of osrncrs, 
and had employed Cant. Moore and paid 
!u'm to run tho vossol on a certain course, 
and it does not appear that ho lutd o.rdera 
to take tho vosael from tl;p,t rou,to. Air- 
though Henry Mnoro was the registered 
owner, Capt. W. Mooro was tho man who 
at all times transacted tho business of the 
steamer with tho mortgagoos. He did 
not doubt for a inornuiH that Captain 
Moore, was fully aware of tho vessel going 
away, «»nd it was certain that Capt. Moortj 
was accessory if not principal in, tj)6 mat- 
ter. Jt was assorted that he acted under 
a c}aim of right, hut no evidence had Ueen 
brought forward to show that any suoh 
plaim had been nvtdo on Turner, B6aton 
& Co., but none had boon advanced In 
ovidenoe. Ho was not oertain that there 
was suflioient ovidenoe to prove that Capt. 
Mooro was guilty of piracy, but he did 
think that he was guilty of an 
offence that should go before 
a jury. It might be piracy, accessory, 
felony, or some other indictable offence. 
Undor all circumstances hu tho.ught the 
only courso he could take was to hold 
Capt. Moore to bail to appear at Uio forth- 
coming assizes to answer to any indictable 
ofiehpe that may bo charged agaitiBt hjra. 
He vquld not send him up for trial but 
hold him to bail in tho same guru as he- 
fore, §8000. 

Mr. Richards asked if the bail could not 
he reduced to §5000. \t was rather diffi- 
cult matter to secure ao large an amount. 

Hia honor said if bod was reduced it 
miQht bo thought that he was of opinion 
now that tho evidence was not so strong 
as at first. However, if the prosecution 
would agroo he would bo willing to reduoe 
It to §5000. 
Mr. Davie objected to the bail boing

Beamsville, Nov. 11.— This even- 
ing great excitement was caused in the 
villago owing to a mishap which occur- 
red at the new Church of the Disciples. 
The congregation were just gathering 
and the sexton busy fixing the lijrhts. 
The nut on one of the chandeliers hang- 
ing in the centre of the edifice became 
loosened and dropped off, lotting fall 
the half dozen lighted lamps to the 
iloor. The burning oil ran in all direc- 
tions, and soon at least three of the 
pews were enveloped in flames. The 
walls and ceiling were badly damaged 
by the smoke. Tho village fire brigade 
was culled out, and villagers worked 
with a will in smotheting out tiie fire. 
It is well that the accident happened 
when it did. Later tho church would 
have been crowded, and a panic would 
undoubtedly have resulted. 

Picton, Nov. 15. — Yesterday John 
Bayliss, town councillor, died suddenly 
of heart disease. William Ross, an aged 
neighbor, who had assisted in moving 
Bayiiss to bud, was observed suddenly 
to sink to the Iloor. Ross expired also 
in a few moments, 

Montreal, Nov. 15. — There have 
been 235 deaths from smallpox in this 
ciiy and the adjoining municipalities 
for the week ending last night, and 
304 for the previ )us week. 

D. Lome MacDougall, member of 
tho Stock Exchange, formerly president 
of the North British Mercantile In- 
surance Company, died suddenly of 
paralysis yesterday. 

Councillor Deiorme while crossing 
tho railroud track to-day whs struck by 
a train and instantly killed. 

Pickard ck Co., jewellery importers, 
have failed with liabilities of §55,000. 

WELLAND, Nov. 14- Preparations 
for the hanging of John Eisterbeo are 
in progress. Workmen are engaged 
erecting a scaffold, the 30th is set for 
the execution. An i-ffori is being made 
to have i he sentence commuted. 

St. Catharines, Nov. 15. --the 
dwelling of the .Misses Grab, in (he 
township of Clinton, was destroyed by 
an incendiary tire. The inmates barely 
escaped with their lives. 

Toronto, Nov. 16. — The safe of W. 
W. Park tfc Co., wholesale confection- 
ers, was blown open by burglars. Three 
valuable watches were secured but no 
money. 

The Canada-made engines and pumps 
for the city waterworks have been un- 
der official test for the past 48 hours. 
The result was announced lo-day at 3 
o'clock. The engines do 20,000,000 
pounds above the guarantee and (jump 
809,000 gallons more. The saving in 
coal is estimated at eight tons per day- 
The engines are a pronounced success, 
and the builders are congratulated on 
all sides. 

Ottawa, Nov. 15.— It is understood 
that a party is to start out* shortly to 
make a preliminary survey of the- pro- 
posed route of the Hudson's Bay rail 
way from Sea Falls, at the head of 
Lake Winnipeg, to the head of tidal 
navigation on the Nelson River. Should 
no engineering difficulties be found on 
this part of the route English capital 
will be ready for its construction. 

Reoina, Nov. 16. — A short time ago 
an expert, a Mr. Millar, visited a farm 
which adjoins the Pipestone Creek, and 
upon amoat searching inspection, found 
strong indications of large beds of coal. 
The banks of the Pipestone rise sever- 
al hundreds of feet high at this partic- 
ular spot. Mr. Millar is so confident of 
snccess in his find that he proposes to 
form a company to open up the mine 
and tost the real position of the coal 
vein. 

Mr. Stead and his Friends. 

London, Nov. 12. — Mr. Stead's con- 
nection with the Salvation Army and 
the Army'b partnership with Mr. Stead 
in his abduction are good for neither 
one nor the other. The idea prevails 
among the proletariate that Mr. Stead 
is "against the aristocracy," and this 
was i>l the back of the demonstration 
that took place to day in favor of the 
Apostln of Nastiness. Mr. Farley, who 
has acquired some celebrity among the 
emotionally religious as the converted 
butcher, has since Mr. Stead's sentence 
been working hard in bis behalf, and 
to-day, at the head of a thousand sym- 
pathizers, mostly members of the Salva- 
tion Army, ho marched to the Home 
Office, in Whitehall. His object was to 
present a petition to Sir Richard x\. 
Cross, the Home Secretary, praying for 
the release of Mr. Stead. The entrances 
to the office were well guarded, and the 
police wero present in large numbers. 
Mr. Varley was alono admitted, and he 
returned in a very short time, looking 
greatly excited. He gesticulated to the 
waiting crowd, and announced that the 
officials bail grossly insulted him. This 
state-mem wmm received with groans and 
cries, and a ru^h whs made for the en- 
trance through which Mr. Varley had 
emerged; but the police on guard held 
back tho crowd, while other policemen 
appeared from all directions and com- 
pelled Stead's synipatbiz'era to "move 
on." There is talk to-night of getting 
up a demonstration ten thousand strong 
to compel respect for the petitioners.
